\\ hen_ vou- take into consideration the tact that the very cells 
ot the phy<cal body may he antagomstic to each other ; that there 
1s. continual wartare hetween the elemental torces in operation on 
the. phvsical plane, and reahze that all this 1 prunarily due to the 
action of the Laws ot Attraction and Repuls1on and the re=uttant 
Iriction created in the. many grades oft matter which torm this 
planet, 1t 1s evident that <ome tremendous change. must take place 
in the very constitution of matter hefore 1t will he possthle tor 
Peace to reign upon the earth, or Man must evolve to <uch a de- 
Free as to be capable of controlling the forces of nature and. thus 
be capable ot reducing the triction.

themselves the groups of elementary lives. As there are forty- 
nine ha<vc elements, and countless numbers of . snbþ-degrees of the 
Same, 1t 1s not surprising to learn that there are numherless gods 
and goddesses m the akasha—the menstrum of all manifested hte. 
As an 1llustration we will take one of the lesser degrees or gods Of 
the element, iron. \Ve know that every animal and human hody 
contains a certain amount of iron as one of 1ts constituents.

In plain words it would 
mean that by their rise 1in the scale of evolutionary life the units 
Of the race then im mamtestation had reached a point where the 
elementary torces :t hte were more or less under control and ha! 
then broken the (divine law which forhids misuse of the finer forces 
Of nature. They drew on these forces for performing bþlack 
magic and in Some instances made them active in mechanical fie- 
ures. By usmg the finer_creative forces in this manner they were 
committing the deadhest sm against nature and drawings down on 
themselves feartul karmic action. :\s the divine laws of hfe and 
of heing are irrevocable and unchangeahle, bv breaking those laws 
n the worst possthle way they were inhihiting the natural action 
Of the creative forces, and even while thev were at the height of 
their power thev were preparing the way tor their fall.
